ULowell’s  next  stop:  the  year  2000

Continuing  in  the  Connector’s 
i enes  of  articles  on  ULowell’ s 
Expansion  Plan,  this  week’s 
spotlight  focuses  on  the  actual 
movement  of  departments ,  im¬ 
provements  in  facilities,  and  the 
overall  changes  going  on  in  the 
next  few  years. 

It  was  thought  that  after  the 
Mill  fire  last  spring,  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  ULowell  would  come  to 
_  breeching  halt.  But  with 
Govenor  Dukakis'  visit  to  the 
campus  last  spring,  it  appeared 
i mai  the  university  would  recieve 
ah  _-r  help  it  needed  to  move  on. 
Tcca>  the  funds  needed  to 
recuil-d  the  Mill  into  the  future 
of  die  Departments  of 
Engineering  and  Computer 
Srimiy  sh  in  limbo  while  the  ap- 
proval  of  the  funding  goes 
through  legislation.  As  it  sits,  so 
does  the  expansion. 

Lawrence  Mill  site 

The  first  phase  of  the  expansion 
would  be  to  completely  renovate 
±e  Laurence  MU  Bu:  ki  mg  and 
•ne  Harr  Hcesery  The 
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building.  Also  inside  the  mill  will 
be  the  egineering  library  so 
students  would  not  have  to  travel 
far  from  their  classes. 

Other  plans  for  the  Lawrence 
Mill  would  be  to  move  the 
Research  Center  there.  Its  present 
location,  which  was  once  a 
grocery  store,  would  be 
demolished  and  converted  into 
athletic  field,  tennis  court,  and 
athletic  field  house  primarily  to 
be  used  for  intramural  sports, 
Costello  would  be  used  for  the 
varsity  teams. 

Also  to  be  moved  into  the  mills 
would  be  the  Computer  Science 
Department.  Presently,  the 
university  leases  the  Wannalancit 
Mill  for  Computer  Science  and  it 
is  fiscally  wiser  to  make  the 
move. 

The  Hub  Hoisery  Building, 
which  is  connected  to  the 
Lawrence  Mills  but  suffered  lit¬ 
tle  damage  during  the  fire,  will  be 
purchased  to  house  Middlesex 
Community  College

least  on  North  Campus.  This 
campus  will  give  students  the 
basic  studies  plus  the  Liberal  Arts 
courses.  It  was  designed  this  way 
so  that  students  would  get  a 
broader  learning  in  both  arts  and 
sciences.  Then,  after  the  two  core 
years  were  completed,  the 
students  could  either  stay  on 
North  and  continue  their  Liberal 
Arts'  studies  or  move  on  to  either 
the  Mill  for  the  sciences  or  South 
for  buisness,  music,  or  fine  art. 

After  each  department  leaves 
North  Campus  and  move  to  their 
new  locations,  the  building  they 
housed  would  be  completely 
renovated  before  the  new  Liberal 
Arts  Department  moved  in. 

Great  plans  are  being  made  to 
ensure  that  North  Campus  would 
not  be  the  “bleak  campus”  as 
some  students  refer  to  it.  Beyond 
the  South  wick  arches,  between 
the  four  brick  buildings,  will  be 
a  courtyard  with  trees,  benches, 
and  grass  where  now  there  is  an 
asphault  parking  lot.

Tsongas  speaks 
on  Lowell’s  future

During  a  oration  which  covered 
wide-ranging  topics,  former 
Senator  Paul  E.  Tsongas  blasted 
Lowell  politicians  for  what  he 
termed  as  “thinking  narrowly” 
and  urged  Lowell  residents  to 
“get  angry”  with  these  short¬ 
sighted  politicians. 

Tsongas  spoke  November  3  to 
an  audience  of  faculty  members, 
students,  and  concerned  residents 
on  the  major  changes  taking  place 
in  Lowell  and  ULowell’s  role  in 
making  the  city  one  to  be  proud 
of. 

He  urged  that  the  university— 
“one  of  Lowell’s  best  kept 
secrets”1  plays  a  major  role  in  the 
city’s  plans  for  improvement. 
“The  greatest  resource  in  the  next 
ten  years  is  the  university,” 
Tsongas,  who  is  also  an  active 
voice  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
said. 

He  stressed  the  tie  that  was 
needed  between  ULowell  and  the 
community  adding  that  it  will  be 


beneficial  for  both  the  students 
and  the  city  itself. 

Tsongas  also  discussed  the 
possible  integration  of  the  high 
school  and  the  university  in  the 
future.  Exceptional

students  would  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  attend  classes  at 
ULowell  in  conjunction  with  their 
high  school  courses. 

Tsongas  made  no  secret  of  his 
opposition  to  bilingualism.  He 
believes  in  forcing  refugees  and 
other  minorities  to  assimilate 
themselves  into  our  culture  for 
their  own  economic  well-being. 

The  former  senator  ended  by 
reminding  the  audience  that  “the 
thrill  is  in  the  ride,  no  matter  how 
bumpy  it  may  be  at  certain 
points.”

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be  for  long.  These  old,  wooden 
annex  buildings  are  slated  for 
destruction.  These  once  impor¬ 
tant  buildings  have  become  run¬ 
down  empty  shells,  and  their 
departure  from  campus  will 
herald  the  improvements  to  come 
for  the  libraries. 

Standish  Street,  which  runs 
betw  een  the  library  and  the  annex 
buildings,  would  be  taken  out  so 
that  the  library  could  expand  out 
into  these  areas.  The  only  annex 
building  that  will  not  fall  is  annex 
7.  This  building  has  newer  plum¬ 
bing  and  heating  units,  plus  it  is 
made  of  brick,  and  is  much 
stronger  than  the  others  of  its 
kind. 

O’Leary  Library  is  also  slated

Cumnock  Hall,  long  the  center 
for  concerts  and  administrators, 
will  be  losing  at  least  one  and  pro¬ 
bably  both  of  these.  The  ad¬ 
ministration  will  be  moving 
somewhere  closer  to  the  Fox 
Hall/Mill  area,  and  the  concerts 
and  movies  would  probably  be 
held  in  the  new  Student  Center 
which  is  being  devised. 

It  is  hopeful  that  the  city  will 
allow  the  university  to  block  the 
part  of  Pawtucket  Street  in  front 
of  Fox.  The  goal  is  to  make  that 
area  the  new  center  of  the  univer¬ 
sity  and  the  administration  wants 
that  area  to  look  more  like  a  col¬ 
lege  campus.  Another  possibili¬ 
ty  would  be  to  place  a  tree-filled 
median  strip  down  the  center  of 
University  Ave. 

These  new  improvements  can 
begin  as  soon  as  the  funding  is 
passed  through  legislation,  but 
moo’t  finish  until  nearly  the  year 
2000,  and  probably  not  even  then 
if  the  university  continues  to  look 
into  the  future. 


Once  and  future  Spring  Carnival

Friday,  April  29,  is  Universi¬ 
ty  Day;  it  is  also  ULowell’ s  eigh¬ 
teenth  annual  Spring  Carnival, 
sponsored  by  the  Student  Ac¬ 
tivities  Commission. 

Since  1970,  the  Carnival  has 
taken  on  many  shapes,  according 
to  Mary  Connelly,  Student  Ac¬ 
tivities  Director.  Ellen  Duggan, 
Associate  Dean  of  University 
Life,  commented  that,  the  Car¬ 
nival’s  history  has  not  always 
been  happy,  nor  has  it  always 
been  particularly  carnival-like. 
Carnivals  past 

The  first  Carnival,  in  1970, 
was  a  huge  success.  The  City  of 
Lowell  granted  the  university 
permission  to  close  off  part  of 
University  Ave  at  North  Campus 
so  traffic  would  not  disrupt  the 
festivities.  Food  and  game 
booths,  mostly  student-run, 
trimmed  the  side  walks.  Students 
ate  cotton  candy  and  tried  their 
luck  at  knocking  off  their  least 
favorite  professors,  who 
volunteered  as  targets  for  dunk¬ 
ing  booths.  Because  of  its  great 
popularity,  the  Spring  Carnival 
became  an  annual  event. 

Big  problems 

Later  carnivals,  however,  were 
not  so  successful.  The  party  at¬ 
mosphere  and  availability  of 
drugs  and  alcohol  attracted  many 
high  school  students  from  Dracut, 
Chelmsford  and  Lowell. 

University  student  marshalls 
who  had  become  bored  with  their 
posts  overlooked  the  teenagers 
getting  in  and  getting  high. 


Parents,  teachers  and  principals 
naturally  began  to  complain  to  the 
University.  Insurance  liabilities 
forced  the  Carnival  to  bounce 
from  one  location  to  the  next, 
once  going  as  far  north  as 
Kingston,  N.H. 

Unwanted  carnival 

“It  got  to  the  point  where 
nobody  wanted  us,’’  said  Dean 
Duggan.  “Everyone  had  heard  of 
the  Spring  Carnival,  and  said  that 
the  liability  was  too  great.’’ 

The  Carnival  hit  its  lowest 
point  when  a  15  year  old  boy  died 
after  a  thrown  beer  bottle  hit  him 
on  the  head.  Carnival  Eve 
restlessness  also  became  a  pro¬ 
blem.  Students  often  got  drunk

and  destroyed  property,  even 
tearing  up  the  ceilings  in  some 
dorms.  To  keep  students  enter¬ 
tained  and  out  of  trouble,  many 
dorms  began  holding  pre-Carney 
events.  Leitch  and  Bourgeois 
Halls  held  various  dances, 
“mocktail  parties”  and  faculty 
races. 

Unfortunately,  last  year  there 
were  no  such  events,  since  rather 
than  having  a  true  Carnival,  the 
university  instead  held  a  concert. 
This  disappointed  many  people, 
including  Dean  Duggan  who  feels 


that  a  concert  is  not  what  the 
Spring  Carnival  is  supposed  to  be 
about. 

Security  concerns 

Another  major  problem  over 
the  years  has  simply  been  getting 
mature  students  to  run  booths  and 
marshall  the  Carnival  area. 
Students  would  volunteer  for 
these  jobs  and  then  become  bored 
or  distracted,  walking  away  from 
their  posts.  Campus  police  simp¬ 
ly  could  not  provide  enough 
security  to  such  a  huge  event,  and 
hiring  professional  carnies  is  ex¬ 
pensive  and  defeating. 

This  year  the  Activities  Com¬ 
mission  has  begun  planning  in 
October,  to  allow  them  enough 
time  to  work  out  this  issue  and  the 
others  that  have  plagued  previous 
Carnivals.  Dean  Donohoe  is  their 
advisor,  and  Mark  Vigneault  is 
their  current  director. 

Mary  Connelly,  Deans 
Donohoe  and  Duggan  all  agree 
that  the  Spring  Carnival  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  campus  clubs  to 
run  a  booth,  gain  notoriety,  and 
make  money  to  run  their  own 
functions.  “I  would  like  to  see 
responsible,  involved  club 
members  running  things,”  said 
Dean  Duggan.  Those  interested 
in  helping  to  plan  the  upcoming 
Spring  Carnival,  which  will  be 
held  on  North  Campus  and  will 
be  ‘Ulry”,  are  invited  to  contact 
Dean  Donohoe  at  the  University 
Life  Office  in  Cumnock  Hall  on 
North  Campus.  The  Connector 
will  post  updates  through  the  next 
few  months  on  the  Carnival.

Investigation 

ongoing

An  internal  investigation  of 
alleged  misconduct  by  Campus 
Police  officer  Fred  Shanahan  is 
still  underway  according  to  Cam¬ 
pus  Police  Chief  James  Rowe, 
who  was  not  at  liberty  to  discuss 
its  progress. 

Several  written  complaints 
were  filed  by  witnesses,  including 
a  professor  from  the  Mechanical 
Engineering  Department,  follow¬ 
ing  Shanahan’s  arrest  of  ULowell 
graduate  student  Hector  Valdes, 
23,  on  Tuesday  November  3. 
Valdes  had  driven  his  car  into  the 
Energy  Center  parking  lot,  which 
police  were  trying  to  keep  clear 
for  an  emergency  vehicle. 

According  to  Valdes,  witnesses 
have  corroborated  his  contention 
that  Officer  Shanahan  overreact¬ 
ed  to  the  situation  by  opening  his 
car  door  and  attempting  to  pull 
Valdes  from  the  car  without  let¬ 
ting  him  stop,  and  that  Shanahan 
used  his  nightstick  without  any 
provocation.  “At  that  point  I  was 
only  trying  to  ask  what  I  had  done 
wrong.  I’m  glad  he  didn’t  have  a 
gun,”  Valdes  said.  He  claims  to 
have  been  unaware  of  the  charge 
until  reaching  the  Lowell  Police 
Department,  where  he  was  de¬ 
tained  for  three  hours  and  charg¬ 
ed  with  Assault  with  a  Motor 
Vehicle,  a  felony  offense. 

Valdes  is  scheduled  to  appear 
at  Lowell  District  Courthouse  on 
December  4  at  9:00  a. m.  to  face 
the  charge.

The  University  of  Lowell  to  pre¬ 
sent  a  lecture  by  David  Dean  on 
Realities  of  Apartheid 
The  University  of  Lowell 
Center  for  the  performing  and 
Visual  Arts  will  sponsor  a  talk  by 
David  Dean  entitled  “By  the  Bel¬ 
ly  of  the  Beast:  Reflections  on 
Two  years  in  Southern  Africa,” 
on  November  18  at  8:00  p.m.  Dr. 
Dean,  professor  of  history  at 
Frostburg  State  University  in 
Maryland,  is  the  author  of  books 
and  articles  on  race  relations  and 
minorities  in  American  history. 
He  has  recently  returned  from  a 
two-year  Fulbright  Lectureship  at 
the  National  University  of 
Lesotho  in  southern  Africa.  Dr. 
Dean’s  talk  will  offer  an  insider’s

hippos”  and  a  “twenty  foot 
crocodile  for  every  three  hundred 
feet  of  river.” 

Dean’s  talk  will  take  place  in 
the  auditorium  of  O’Leary 
Library  on  the  south  campus  of 
the  University  of  Lowell.  The 
talk  will  be  free  and  open  to  the 
public.

In  this  production  the  events  of 
the  diafy  are  enacted,  but  with 
>e  ected  passages  read  aloud  as  a 
:  :oe-over  at  different  times.  We 
cannot  help  but  admire  the  plucky 


youngster  who  wrote,  “In  spite 
of  everything,  I  still  believe  that 
people  are  good  at  heart.  ’’  In  the 
end  they  were  betrayed  for  the 
equivalent  of  $12,  and  all  but  one 
of  the  eight  fugitives  eventually 
died  in  the  death  camps. 

The  casting  for  this  play  does 
much  to  draw  the  audience  into 
this  intensely  emotional  drama. 
The  players  all  mesh  well  with 
their  roles,  with  particular  credit 
going  to  Emily  Loesser  for  her 
believable  role  as  the  13-year-old 
Anne.  There  is  also  a  strong  feel¬ 
ing  here  for  what  their  two-year 
ordeal  must  have  been  like. 

But  perhaps  the  greatest  gift  of 
Anne  Frank  is  that  seeing  it,  one 
can’t  help  but  wonder  how  we 
would  react  under  similar  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Anne’s  lesson  lies  in 
the  reminder  that  no  matter  how 
bad  things  become  there  is  always 
the  capacity  for  happiness.

c.  Prevailing  rules  in  dormitories 
shall  regulate  announcements  in 
those  areas. 

d.  Except  as  noted  above,  no 
sign,  poster  and/or  advertisement 
shall  be  displayed  on  the  walls, 
windows  or  structures  of 


academic  and  administrative 
buldings/areas,  trees,  etc. 

3.  No  sign,  etc.,  shall  in  any  way 
deface  University  areas  or  violate 
the  SGA  policy  of  nondiscrimina¬ 
tion  in  accordance  with  Title  IX 
requirements. 

4.  All  posters  must  be  dated  as  to 
the  date  on  which  they  are  posted. 
All  posters  must  be  removed  by 
the  sponsoring  individual  or 
group  within  five  (5)  academic 
days  after  the  advertised  event. 
No  sign  may  remain  in  designated 
areas  for  more  than  four  (4) 
weeks.

A  lesson  in  self  defense 


The  brothers  and  boyfriends  of 
Concordia  women  will  never  be 
the  same.  On  Wednesday  night, 
November  4th,  Dr.  Jay  Lam,  a 
third  degree  black  belt  in  judo 
(alias  mild-mannered  professor  of 
microbiology)  gave  approximate¬ 
ly  35  residents  a  valuable,  hands- 
on  lesson  in  self  defense. 

At  7:00  p.m.  the  session  began 
with  some  stretching  exercises 
and  progressed  to  basic  punches, 
kicks,  and  throws;  all  of  which 
were  accompanied  by  shouts  of 
“keeyai.”

On  Wednesday,  November  18th,  at 
7:00  pm  in  the  Catholic  Center, 
students  will  have  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  development  of  an 
Archdiocesan  Pastoral  Plan  for  the 
next  five  to  ten  years.  This  is  the  se¬ 
cond  phase  of  the  consultative  pro¬ 
cess  to  identify  concerns  and  to  where 
the  Church  in  Boston  ought  to  focus 
its  energies  for  the  future. 

Unlike  past  Synods  which  were 
purely  clerical,  this  Synod  includes 
as  voting  members:  laypersons, 
sisters,  brothers,  deacons,  priests  and 
bishops. 

The  primary  agenda  item  is  an  Ar¬ 
chdiocesan  Mission  Statement  and  a 
Pastoral  Plan  containing  recommen¬ 
dations  for  the  further  implementation 
of  Vatican  II  teachings.  Last  Fall  over 
425,000  questionaires  were 
distributed  in  five  languages.  Fin¬ 
dings  were  given  to  members  of  of 
26  subcommitees  each  of  which  ex¬ 
amined  one  aspect  of  life  in  the  Ar¬ 
chdiocese.  Each  committee  produced 
a  draft  report  responding  to  three 
questions:  To  what  is  Vatican  II  call¬ 
ing  us?  what  has  been  the  response 
of  the  Church  in  Boston?  What  are 
specific  recommendations  for  further¬ 
ing  that  response? 

Copies  are  available  at  the  Catholic 
Center.  We  will  be  critiquing  two 
reports:  one  on  Campus  Ministry, 
and  one  on  Higher  Education.

The  Security  aides  of  ULowell 
may  be  hardly  know  to  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  college  population.

They  are  the 
orange-clad  students  who  check 
I.D.s  at  the  gy  m,  monitor  the  stu¬ 
dent  and  faculty  parking  lots  to 
help  prevent  theft  and  vandalism, 
and  perform  many  other  tasks 
which  would  consume  the

ficers.  Any  member  of  the  Safe¬ 
ty  and  Security  Department 
knows  that  there  are  good  and  bad 
points  to  their  jobs.  The  jobs  in¬ 
doors  may  be  boring  and  lonely 
at  times,  but  they  are  at  least 
warm  and  dry.  Security  staff  who 
have  the  tasks  which  take  them 
outside  know  that  the  bad  points 
can,  and  often  do,  outnumber  the 
good  ones. 

People  look  at  them  and  say,  “I 
wouldn’t  mind  having  that  job. 
Your  outside  a  lot,  you  don’t  have 
to  do  much,  you  make  decent 
money.”  They  may  be  right,  they 
may  be  wrong.  Yes,  the  Security 
gets  to  be  outside  a  lot,  but  they 
also  have  to  be  out  in  the  rain, 
cold,  and  snow  as  well  as  the 
warm  sun.  True,  they  may  not 
have  the  most  challenging  jobs 
around,  but  if  nothing  else,  they 
are  constantly  thinking  of  ways  to 
stay  warm  and  dry.  This  brings 
me  to  the  point  that  this  article  is 
addressing. 

Yes,  the  money  is  appropriate 
for  the  jobs  we  perform.  At  least 
that  is  what  the  first  year  Securi¬ 
ty  staff  are  told.  For  some  pure¬ 
ly  administrative  reason,  non  of 
the  new  staff  have  received  a 
single  paycheck  since  September 
8th.  The  staff  from  the  previous 
year  haven’t  had  to  worry  about 


this  for  some  unknown  reason.

I’m  sure,  envied  by  the 
new  staff.  Rumor  has  it  that  so¬ 
meone  in  the  administration  came 
up  with  the  idea  that  they  should 
keep  track  of  the  money  being 
spent  by  the  University.  Normal¬ 
ly,  this  is  considered  a  wise 
business  move  designed  to  keep 
a  business  from  going  bankrupt.

Only  32  seconds  into  the  game, 
Merrimack  College  scored  a 
whimsy  goal  that  trickled  through 
the  legs  of  goalie  Dave  Delfino, 
giving  the  Warriors  a  1-0  lead. 
However,  that  was  just  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Chiefs’  first  period 
woes.  Merrimack  added  three 
more  goals  before  the  end  of  the 
opening  period  to  put  them  ahead 
by  a  commanding  4-0  score. 

Coach  Riley  must  have  said 
something  during  the  first  inter¬ 
mission,  because  his  players 
came  out  smoking  in  the  second 
period.

Leading 
scorer  for  the  Chiefs  was  senior 
Brian  Moody.  Brian  ran  an 
awesome  25:02  to  finish  16th. 
Junior  ‘Mikewright’  and 
freshman  Mike  ‘Chambo’ 
Chamberas  ran  great  races  with 
times  of  25:36  and  25:37  scoring 
36th  and  37th,  respectively. 
Sophomore  Declan  Gilbert  was 
knocked  over  by  another  com¬ 
petitor  early  in  the  race  and  still 
came  back  to  score  56th. 
Freshman  Eric  ‘Loretta’  Deshar- 
nais,  recovering  from  illness, 
finished  the  race  in  26:47  to  score 
89th  and  freshman  Suraffel 
‘Surfs’  Assefa  ran  26:50  to  score 
94th.  Captain  Steve  ‘Petey’  Peter¬ 
son  ran  27:59  and  scored  157th. 
The  team  had  a  respectable  sixth 
place  showing,  but  much  work 
needed  to  be  done  for  this  past 
weekends  national  qualifier. 

On  Saturday,  November  7,  the 
team  finished  5th  place  out  of  29 
teams  in  the  1  OK  (6.2  mi)  national 
qualifier  held  at  Bryant  College 
in  North  Smithfield,  RI.  This  was 
a  phenomenal  feat  because  none 
of  the  runners  ran  on  the  varsity 
cross  country  team  last  year.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  a  fifth  place  finish

American  his  sophomore  season 
on  a  team  that  finished  sixth  in  the 
nationals.  Brian  suffered  a  knee 
injury  and  did  not  run  com¬ 
petitively  at  all  during  his  junior 
year,  but  is  now  back  in  full 
force.

32:36  and  scored  22nd. 
Freshman  Mike  Chamberas  was 
knocked  over  midway  through 
the  race  slowing  him  down  con¬ 
siderably.  An  awesome  late  race 
kick  powered  him  into  35th  place 
with  a  time  33:08.  Sophomore 
Declan  Gilbert  had  a  fast  last  two 
kilometers  to  finish  44th  with  a 
time  of  33:30.  Freshman  Eric 
‘Loretta’  Desharnais  added  to  his 
already  great  season  a  50th  place 
finish  with  a  time  of  33:40. 
Freshman  Suraffel  Assefa  finish¬ 
ed  69th  with  a  time  of  34:29  and 
captain  Steve  Peterson  finished 
122nd  with  a  time  36:26.  Hopes 
•■re  high  for  next  year’s  cross 
country  season.  They  are  a  hard¬ 
working  bunch  of  men  and  should 
be  proud  of  themselves. 
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Alcohol  awareness  week 


College  life  offers  you  many 
choices.  You  have  to  choose  a 
major,  and  then  determine  which 
courses  and  professors  will  get 
you  where  you  want  to  go.  You 
must  choose  when  to  study,  how 
to  relax  and  how  to  budget  your 
time.  The  choices  you  make 
determine  your  lifestyle.  You 
may  or  may  not  choose  to  include 
alcohol  in  your  lifestyle.  It’s  your 
choice.  But  remember,  you  and 
only  you  can  and  should  choose 
when,  what  and  how  much  to 
drink. 

Young  people  drink  for  many 
different  reasons:  (1)  peer 
pressure  -  wanting  to  “belong  in 
the  crowd”;  (2)  tension-reduction 
-  before,  during  and/or  after  ex¬ 
ams;  (3)  family  problems  - 
perhaps  alcoholism  within  the 
family;  (4)  “instant”  fun  -  to 
loosen  up  on  a  Friday  night. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  a 
fellow  student,  I  can  easily  say 
that  drinking  can  be  fun  and  a 


social  thing  within  limits.  But, 
when  done  in  a  constant,  abusive 
way,  it  can  be  a  very  destructive 
drug.  Over  8,000  young  people 
die  and  over  40,000  are 
disfigured  every  year  from  auto 
accidents  related  to  drunkeness. 
Yet,  there  are  even  more 
numberous  hidden  problems  in 
relation  to  alcohol  use  (or  better, 
abuse)  in  our  college  society. 

As  president  of  SADD  here  at 
the  University  of  Lowell,  I 
always  have  a  great  deal  to  say 
about  the  problem  of  drinking  and 
driving,  for  it  is  a  frequently 
discussed  topic  which  most 
students  are  willing  to  admit  is  a 
problem.  General  alcohol 
awareness,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
a  very  controversial  issue  among 
college  students  -  in  fact,  .it’s 
practically  a  taboo  topic. 

Perhaps  the  last  of  these,  “in¬ 
stant  fun”,  is  the  most  pertinent 
among  college  students.  Although 
it  seems  the  least  harmful  of  the 


four,  it  can  often  be  just  as 
dangerous.  Do  you  need  to  drink 
to  have  a  good  time,  to  be  able 
to  talk  to  people?  Do  you  become 
violent,  abusive,  or  destructive  to 
yourself  and/or  others  while 
drinking?  If  either  of  these 
describes  you,  then  you  should 
carefully  think  over  your  motives 
for  alcohol  consumption.  If  we 
are  going  to  be  the  adults  and 
leaders  of  tomorrow  and  guide 
our  children  in  the  right  direction, 
we  have  to  take  responsibility  for 
our  actions  now  and  .lead 
ourselves  into  mature  and  pro¬ 
ductive  paths. 

We  begin  this  cycle  by  going  to 
college  and  developing  skills  for 
a  future  career.  But  the  cycle 
doesn’t  end  with  a  diploma.  We 
need  also  to  be  aware  of  the  many 
problems  around  us ‘in  our  socie¬ 
ty,  one  of  those  being  alcohol 
abuse.  Simply  by  being  -aware 
and  making  a  sincere  effort  to:  (1) 
evaluate  your  own  and  your  lov¬ 
ed  ones  drinking  habits;  (2)  when 
giving  or  going  to  a  party,  act 
responsibly  about  driving  after 
drinking;  and  (3)  care  enough  to 
know  that  alcohol  is  a  problem, 
is  a  beginning  to  its  end. 

SADD  is  an  organization  that 
although,  based  primarily  on 
drunk  driving,  is  also  concerned 
about  all  aspects  of  alcohol  within 
an  educational  community.  Please 
join  us  to  bring  about  a  change 
and  save  lives  in  the  future.

Be  prepared  to  offer  alter¬ 
natives  and  specific  advice  as  to 
what  kinds  of  professional  help 
are  available  because  the  pro¬ 
blem  drinker  is  usually  the  last 
to  know  he  has  a  problem.

NOTE:  AGENCY  BACKGROUND 

The  Defense  Logistics  Agency  (DLA)  is  the  logistical  element  within  the  Department  of  Defense 
(DoD).  DLA  was  established  to  provide  logistical  support  in  the  areas  of  procurement,  supply 
support,  distribution  and  technical  support  to  the  Military  Services  (Army,  Air  Force,  Navy, 
Marines).  DLA’s  organization  consists  of  Supply  Centers  and  Depots,  Service  Centers  and  Defense 
Contract  Administration  Services  Region  (DCASRs).  The  Supply  Centers  perform  the  inven¬ 
tory,  acquisition  and  technical  functions;  Depots  perform  the  warehousing  and  distribution  func¬ 
tions;  Service  Centers  provide  the  administrative,  automated  systems  and  logistical  support 
functions;  and  the  DCASRs  perform  the  contractual  and  quality  assurance  functions.  These  ac¬ 
tivities  are  located  nationwide.  DLA  is  responsible  for  the  acquisition  of  approximately  two  million 
items  used  by  the  Military  Services  and  other  Federal  Agencies.  DLA  manages  consumable  com¬ 
modities  such  as  food  and  clothing;  medical,  construction,  electronic  and  industrial  equipment 
and  supplies;  fuels  and  oils;  and  other  general  supplies  and  spare  parts.
